Tropical Cyclone Michael

Resources continue to operate locally executed, state managed, federally supported
missions. Multiple search and rescue teams remain engaged supporting search and
rescue operations, damage assessments, and health and medical missions. Shelters
remain open across impacted areas. FEMA continues to support the distribution of
meals and water through state points of distribution and on to survivors in impacted
areas.

= The Social Listening sections are curated by External Affairs. Volume of
conversation is similar to yesterday. There has been an increase in FEMA
discussion which is becoming increasingly complex as survivors navigate
the application and assistance process. There continues to be a high level
of discussion about PODs. Individuals in Southern Georgia are concerned
that their story is not being told and worry that it could affect the flow of
resources to the area. A growing number of people are discussing medical
needs, particularly insulin needs.

o Public Perception
= FEMA Conversation:
= Survivors are wondering if their homes would qualify
as “unlivable” if there is no sewer/water system in their area.
Some who have minimal structural damage to their homes but are
without access to water or sewer have applied for assistance
because they feel their home is uninhabitable. However, one
woman feels she was denied assistance because the application
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asks if you have been without utilities or sewer for 5 days or more,
and when she applied it had been four days.

= Some evacuees (both FL and GA) are saying they have been told by
FEMA they need to return to their homes to complete the
application process. This has been frustrating for those who
are looking for assistance more quickly.

= Survivors are telling each other to register with FEMA as soon as
possible so they can get refunds for expenditures during the
recovery process including, hotels, tarps, etc.

= There continues to be confusion over TSA and lodging
reimbursement. Some survivors are saying that hotels in the area
are accepting check-in from individuals who have “pending
approvals” from FEMA

= There is growing discussion about the Blue Roof Project.
Discussion of FEMA and blue roof tend to go hand-in-hand.

= Public Sentiment:

= As power restoration improves in many areas those who have yet
to have power restored are growing impatient. Each update on
power results in a cascade of comments from survivors
sharing that they still don’t have power and wondering when
crews will make it to their neighborhoods.

= Many Georgia residents are asking that Albany State University
push back its homecoming celebrations. There is concern that the
week-long celebration will bring additional people to the area and
cause further strain on already limited resources.

= Ina Georgia press briefing this morning a local official stated that
much of Atlanta doesn’t have any idea of what is going on in
Southern Georgia. He stressed the need to tell the story of what
is happening in their region to make sure resources continue to
flow into the area.
